"The fabulous success of the Open Letters to the Senators 
in arousing the nation and informing the people about 
the practical aspects of the myth of the thing called

"We did not incorporate the C.A.R. for reasons we deemed 
proper and significant. Now, however, we feel that the 
action program we will launch requires incorporation, 
and we are forming a membership organization In which our 
friends may join or support as Individuals, as they see 
fit .

"In writing the Governors,- if it be necessary to go 
so long,- we will cover such matters as the Federal 
Debt, continuing budget deficits, loss of the gold 
supply, the Federal Reserve System, the Educational 
System as it has been perverted by the C. F. R„ and its 
agencies. United Nations, 1313> and especially the 
Governors' Conference which is completely dominated 
by Nelson Rockefeller, whose Rocke Teller Brothers Fund 
pays all the expenses, including transportation and 
hotel bills of the Governors. They also have a 
National Association for Attorneys-General, Associations for 
Planning Officials, Tax Assessors, Budgeting and Purchasing 
Officials, - and last but far from least,- NATIONAL 
LEGISLATIVE CONFERENCE. 

"This Is the C.F.R. apparatus operating at State level 
to get control of the STATE GOVERNMENTS as they have 
already done at the Federal level. None of the State 
Officials involved in these rackets have the least idea 
of what is behind it any more than the Congress did at 
the beginning. 

"Our plan for informing the State Officials is simple, 
and in view of the enormous good which could come from 
it,- requires relatively little sacrifice on the part 
of any individual. The total membership of the State 
Senate and Assembly runs from 42 in Nebraska to 276 in 
Vermont (400 in Connecticut), on an average of 150 
per state. 

"We will provide copies for each member at a cost of

"We, of THE COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD and our many like- 
minded friends in the fifty (50) States, are deeply 
concerned about the manner in which our affairs 'are 
being handled In Washington. We feel that things have 
been getting out of control there for many years, and 
that the States and the People have been derelict in 
their duty in permitting it. As a result, we are 
stunned by an official proclamation that

'THE NATION IS IN DIRE PERIL' 

"We feel that a condition of 'dire peril' is the 
inevitable result of many years of financial irrespons- 
ibility on the one hand, and a carefully concealed plan 
of the UNELECTED Washington Bureaucracy to change our 
Republican form of government without the INFORMED 
consent of the people on the other. 

"We say 'informed' because it was a completely UNINFORMED 
people who adopted the lethal 17th Amendment and through 
it, opened the door for the eventual downfall of the 
Republic and the inevitable rise of 'dire peril'. The 
17th abolished State Representation in the Federal Agency. 
And this led first to weakening of State influence and 
control over the Agency created by the States, and 
finally to a 'no man's land' where the States have been 
completely ignored. 

"In this hour of 'dire peril' to the Federal Agency, as 
a probable prelude to the 'long twilight' predicted 
by the Chief Executive, we implore our State Officials 
to be warned in time. Let us look at our own Ship of 
State and see whether it is dependable . The 
Constitutional Contract - Article 4 , Section 4 states: 

'The United States shall guarantee to every State in 
the Union a Republican form of government'! that is, 'a 
state in which the sovereign power is held by the people 
and exercised by representatives elected by, and responsible 
to them'. (Webster's) 

"Gentlemen, these official proclamations of 'dire peril' 
and a 'long twilight' have convinced us that we had 
better advise and consult with our duly elected representa- 
tives at State Level, and begin a speedy return to the 
Republican form of government our Constitutional Contract 
guarantees. To that end, we urge that you hear us out. 

We, of THE COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD, are NOT now and by the 
Grace of God, NEVER shall be - citizens of the WORLD l We 
are CITIZENS of our respective Sovereign States. 
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He: COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD, also known 
as Freemen 


"We are prepared to admit our failures of the past 
and are prepared also to make any necessary sacrifice 
to restore State Sovereignty and to support our States 
in resistance to any further encroachment by the 
Federal Agency. The States, or the majority of them 
are, SOLVENT and their solvency is a tribute to the 
fiscal responsibility of the elected representatives 
of the peoples in the States. And it demonstrates 
that the people are fit to rule themselves - to wisely 
select representatives. The Federal Agency may be - 
and probably is INSOLVENT - bankrupt. And this is not 
the fault of the people whose franchise has been diluted 
by outside and alien influences. It is not the fault 
of the States which, since the enactment of the 17th, 
have had NO representation at all. 

"We realize now, and we will do our very best to bring 
others to the realization, that by enacting the 17th 
Amendment, the people have done GREAT damage to their 
States and have put their States at the mercy of power 
politicians in the 'great' metropoles. It should be 
clearly apparent now that if our own State Legislatures 
had retained the power conferred upon them by the 
Constitution, to appoint the Senators as representatives 
of the States, these State representatives, who have 
proven their capacity for governmental responsibility, 
would have given us a Senate dedicated to the best in- 
terests of the States. 

"We believe, therefore, that the States should immediately 
begin an educational campaign to inform their 
people about the Amendment which has failed them and 
to begin State referendums for its repeal. 

"We believe the bankruptcy of the Federal Agency is a 
fact which could have been predicted with certainty 
from the time the Federal Debt reached the hundred 
billion dollar mark. But the UNELECTED Bureaucracy in 
Washington not only refused to control it, but promised 
us it would continue to mount, year by year, for the 
next half century.

"We know that this debt is UNPAYABLE . And we know 
that the only alternative to payment is REPUDIATION 
and BANKRUPTCY. We do not believe the Federal Agency 
can stave off much longer a show-down on the Federal 
Debt. The gold and the silver have been shipped out 
of the United States,- rightly or wrongly, we do not 
know. Nobody in Washington recognizes any responsibility 
for informing us. If, as many solid citizens believe, - 
all the property of the people in the States is mortgaged 
by this debt, then the people are bankrupt also, _lf the 
mortgages were secured legally. 

"Nowhere In the Constitution are Congressmen and Senators 
authorized to pledge the property of the people for the 
Federal Debt. The Constitution conveyed to the Congress 
the power to coin and regulate our money and to borrow 
against the credit of the United States (not the Sovereign 
States or the people In those States) for the extraordinary 
expenses of government. We believe that. In the absence 
of the 17th Amendment, all unconstitutional debt and 
spending would have been stopped, dead in Its tracks, by 
a Senate representing the States and loyal to the 
interests of their States. 

"Gentlemen, we are convinced that if the nation of 
Sovereign States Is to survive for even a year or two, - 
the responsible officials of the States must find a way 
to determine just how much is legally owed - who owes 
it - Is It to be paid or repudiated - and when and how. 
Finance is everybody's business - In the home. In the mill, 
on the farm,- and in the Statehouse . And no sane person 
waits until he has lost his property before he learns 
whether or not he owes the debt. 

"Long study of the debt situation has convinced us that 
this debt economy is an evil stemming from the Federal 
Reserve System, the Central Banking System, against which 
our forebears warned again and again. And so in closing 
let us leave with you a great Constitutional argument 
which was never resolved, - 'Is the Federal Reserve System 
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l?e: COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD, also known 
as Freemen 


"CONSTITUTIONAL'? It Is a direct violation of 
Article 1, Section 8, Paragraph 5. There was NO 
constitutional amendment,- the people would never 
have approved it. These people (Regional Banks) 
who bought the securities representing the debt 
knew this when they made the purchases. All these 
things must be considered, resolved and faced NOW! 

"The wild and irresponsible fiscal practices of the 
UNELECTED Bureaucracy would NEVER have been tolerated 
if the People had been obliged to pay for them, but 
by mortgaging future generations, - whether legally 
or illegally, - the spending has been pushed to 
'dire peril' and prospects of a 'long twilight'. We 
have not been told just what these terms imply. 

Maybe our States can find out for us. 

"In future letters. In what will probably be a long 
series,- we will spell out the fiscal irresponsibility 
of those in control of the Federal Agency from 1913 to 
date. This will be the unwritten history of the 
DARKEST deeds ever perpetrated by men. It was 
inevitable that fifty (50) years of such abominations 
should produce not only 'dire peril' but also a 
disastrous termination of the 'peril' . And it is 
inconceivable that INFORMED State Governments will 
permit the penalties for these crimes to fall upon the 
People in the States.

Dear Friends Of the Council On American Relations :- 

The fabulous success of the Open Letters to the Senators 
in arousing the nation and Informing thei people about 
the practical aspects of the myth of the 1 thing called 
"communism” has but plowed! the field for concrete 
action. 

We did not incorporate the C.A.R. for reasons we deemed 
proper and significant. Now, however, we feel that the 
action program we will launch requires incorporation, 
and we are forming a membership organization in which 
our friends may join or support as individuals, as they 
see fit . 

We think the new program Is bound to get results because 
it will be launched at the STATE level where there is 
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much more ground to be covered and where the officials 
are much CLOSER TO THE PEOPLE and, therefore, more 
responsive to our Interests. Here is one place where 
the officials should realize that their own interests 
are identical with ours. 

We will begin a new series of letters, which in view 
of the rapidly advancing and reckless attempt to complete 
the "take-over”, - may not have to run too long. The 
letter's will be directed to the GOVERNORS of the States 
and a first copy will go out from here. The next st§p_ 
will be to mail a copy of the first letter to those 
people whose support we seek requesting them to let us 
know as soon as possible whether they will participate 
in this effort and if "so to what extent. 

To those becoming members of STATEHOOD, INS., (corrected 
in ink to COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD) the name of the new 
organization, a membership fee of FIVE DOLLARS will be 
asked. To those desiring to participate In any manner, - 
we will accept such help as is offered. It is not our 
intention to solicit and accept members, but rather to 
invite those with whom we have had experience in the 
past. No candidates not known to us will be admitted, 
even to participation, -and any new ones coming to our 
attention must be vouched for by invited members. 

Following receipt of the first copy of the Governor 
letter, we will have as many members as possible in 
EACH STATE,- and we have good reliable friends in eyery 
state, - co-operate in sending a copy of each Open 
Letter to EVERY MEMBER of the State Legislature in each 
state. This program will reach between eight and ten 
thousand State Officials weekly. 

The letters will be much less "bombastic” than those 
sent the Senators, for our State Officials have had 
absolutely NO WAY of knowing what was going on, and 
we believe they are sorely concerned and confused about 
the way things are going In. Washington. 
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In writing the Governors,- if it be necepsary to go 
so long,- we will cover such matters as the Federal 
Debt, continuing budget, deficits, loss of the gold 
supply, the Federal Reserve System, the Educational 
System as it has been perverted by the C. F. R. and 
its agencies. United Nations, 1313* and especially 
the Governors' Conference which is completely dominated 
by Nelson Rockefeller, whose Rockefeller Brothers Fund 
pays all the expenses. Including transportation and 
hotel bills of the Governors. They also have a 
National Association for Attorneys-General, Associations 
for Planning Officials, Tex Assessors, Budgeting and 
Purchasing Officials, - and last but far from lease, - 
NATIONAL LEGISLATIVE CONFERENCE. 

This -is the C.F.R. apparatus operating at State level 
to get control of the STATE GOVERNMENTS as they have 
already done at the Federal level. None of the State 
Officials Involved in these rackets have the. least Idea 
of what is behind It any more than the Congress did at 
the beginning. 

Our plan for informing the State Officials is simple, 
and in view of the enormous good which could come from 
it, - requires relatively little sacrifice on the part 
of any individual. The total membership of the State 
Senate and Assembly runs from 42 In Nebraska to 276 
in Vermont (400 in Connecticut), on an average of 150 
per state. 

We will provide copies for each member at a cost of 
$6.00 per hundred and would ask that patriots in the 
various states then arrange for the mailing of these 
to EVERY MEMBER of their State Government weekly. A 
member could get a few friends or a study group to 
subscribe to this service, or if they have means of 
doing so, have the letters printed up in their own 
communities, )

We fully expect that when this plangpes into operation, 
or gets well under way , that sufficient State Officials i

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will become Interested,- especially if our members In 
the States are efficient, in calling some of our officers 
before State investigating committees. And this could 
very well lead to the States talcing a hand in the 
Federal Agency created by their predecessors. 

We have elected temporary officers from Palm Beach 
County and will hold a NATIONAL CONVENTION in New 
Orleans in April at the same time the Congress of 
Freedom meets there, at which time permanent officers 
will be elected. 

When writing us will you please indicate if you desire 
to be put in contact with other C.AJL friends in your 
State in order that you may co-operate and not 
duplicate your efforts? We feel that this operation 
cannot fail to bring results. This time we have a 
mountain of evidence and a host of proven dedicated 
patriots to get the thing moving. Last time we had to 
start from scratch, and with no nation-wide contacts. 
Thanks to the work and sacrifice of people everywhere 
in the nation, that little acorn grew to an enormous 
oak. And God was surely with us all the way.

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AN OPEN LETTER #6 TO THE GOVERNORS AND REPRESENTATIVE OF THE

Gentlemen: -

We feel that our representatives should be informed about 
Katanga in order to be on guard against possible armed aggression 
from UN against the States or any one of them. All we have to do 
is permit the "Arms Control Bill" to go unchallenged and we will 
have placed in the hands of the RUSSIAN LED United Nations Mill- 
tary establishment the whole military power of the United Stapes 
which may, - and with the make-up of the United Nations what it 
is now, - probably will be used to SUBDUE US and push us behihd 
the so-called "Iron Curtain" of the WORLD REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENT. 

We feel that in the light of what has been going on in Washington 
for nearly fifty (50) years, it has been entirely too long bet 
tween Constitutional Conventions.

There is little doubt among those informed about the WORLD

The Federal Reserve 
banks create dollars OUT OF THE GOVERNMENT’S CREDIT when they 
issue Federal Reserve NOTES." 

"The gold is really a fiction. . . the private banks, in re- 
lationship to their reserves then, can manufacture as much > 

money as they want to make, - from their own greedy standpoint. 
The banks are supposed to pay ONE-TWELFTH of ONE PERCENT of 
their deposits to F. D. I C., but during the 80th Congress the 
law was changed to that the F. D. I. C. (C. meaning CORPORATICN - 
ed.) Board can get THREE BILLION DOLLARS FROM THE TREASURY ANI

You will note that Chairman McFadden DID IMPEACH the Federal j 
Reserve Board and the Senate Judiciary Committee refused to 
bring the impeachment to trial. And Congressman Patman says 
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the "Federal Reserve absolutely ought to be impeached". 

This may be a problem for the lawyers in the State Legislatures 
to figure out. If the Federal Reserve banks are PRIVATELY OWNED, 
how can anybody IMPEACH THEM? Of course the government goes 
through the motions of "appointing" some Board members; but the 
banks refuse to permit audits claiming they are privately owned. 
Whatever the situation is, we feel strongly that our States 
should become fully informed, - and then inform us. 

Indicative of the hanky-panky which is used to maintain the 
Federal Reserve Central Bank Monopoly is testimony taken in 
Hearings before Sub -Committee No. 3 of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency, House of Representatives, 86th Congress considering 
a bill for Retirement of Federal Reserve Stock. Since the lighj: 
of publicity has been turned on the Fed, they have taken refuge 
behind the statements that they are the Fiscal Agent of the 
Government, and that the Member Banks own the Stock of the Fed. 

Now the member banks pay into the Fed the sum of 3% of their j 
Capital and Surplus. This entitles them to "stock" which cannon 
be sold, transferred, used as security or VOTED. The 37« howeve:: 
creates a vast pool of money which is neither needed or used by 
the Fed but upon which an INTEREST RATE of 6% is paid. After 
many failures to control the Fed, this sub -Commit tee of the 
Congress came up with an idea to PUT THE FED ON THE SPOT by 
forcing them to return the 3% deposit and to cancel out the 
"stock", - charging the member banks instead a yearly membership 
fee. If this bill had passed, it could no longer be argued 
that the Member Banks "own the Federal Reserve System". As 
Mr. Fred Wilson, Vice President of the Chicago Fed stated 
(Chicago Tribune, February 12th, 1958) "The Federal Reserve 
Bank is owned lock, stock and barrel by its member banks". 

It cannot be stated much plainer than that. But if this Bill 
passed, the member banks would not own a nickel 0 s worth of 
"stock" in the Fed. And then, according to the Act of 1913, 
the System would revert to the "government" , - profits, surplus, 
securities, INCLUDING THE BULK OF THE FEDERAL DEBT.

MEMO PROM COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD 


January 14th, 1963 


Dear Friends 


It Is our duty and privilege to report to you what we believe 
to be the most momentous event in the history of our Country. 

We feel it surpasses in importance the Constitutional Convention 
of 1787. As you well know, the danger facing the Nation at 
that time was in no way comparable with that which faces' us ; 
today. In that time, if we lost, we would at least become 
subject to a Christian and civilized' authority (England). Now 
we have lost the greatest Nation on earth to a godless and savage 
tyranny which has, until now, been AFRAID to let us know that; 
we have been taken. 

For several years, we have been working together toward some 
plan to "TAKE IT BACK", and to do so if possible without » Lj 
bloodshed. A bloodless COUNTER-REVOLUTION, a duplication of v^J 
the bloodless revolution of the Council on Foreign Relations. 

We have all done our best to set the stage by Informing as 
many people as we could reach. However, it is now apparent 
that we have not reached the MOST IMPORTANT ones, - the State 
Senators and State Representatives. 

In the month of December, there was& meeting in Chicago which 
has opened wide the door for us to "Take It Back". As usual, 
the 1313 "Council of State Governments" was called into 
session PRIOR to the biennial sessions of the State Legislatures.

The National Legislative Conference recommended strongly AGAINST (j v “| 
bringing it to the floor, stating that there was NO CHANCE for | / 
favorable action. 


The sub-committee insisted on taking the chance. They brought 
it to the floor. And the plan WON by a single vote majority. 
In-as-much as FOURTY -SEVEN (47) states were officially 
represented at that meeting, we feel that this is the greatest 
single accomplishment by anyone Interested in Constitutional 
Government in the past fifty (50) years. But while at the 
moment, 1313 has lost control, - we must stress AGAIN AND 
AGAIN, the Representatives have absolutely no idea of what 
they have done; they know nothing of the Council on Foreign 
Relations or its activities, including, of course, the 1313 
to which these UNINFORMED Representatives are so loyal. 

We urge you then that you devote everything you have to help 
Inform them, - and pray as you have never prayed before, that 
these men will become sufficiently enlightened, and SOON, that 
they may preserve the gain they have made and become capable 
of seeing this plan to "Take It Back" through to a blessed 
conclusion. 
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And that Includes the cancellation of Illegal bonds and 
mortgages against our homes; "the punishment of treason 
and of theft. The creation of a new money system subject 
to control of Congress. And we would hope that it will 
establish some decent standards to bind the Congress. And l 
to establish once again a Senate representative of THE 
STATES and NOT a second Congress elected at large with the 
largesse of out-of-state contributors, THE TIME IS NOW - OR 
NEVER!

Surely this mighty force is larger than necessary 
to take over a college campus occupied by unarmed students 1 
Could it be that this is an expeditionary force in training 
to oust Fidel Castro 1 

Yet state rights have not been affected one whit 
and will not be even though the central government moves 
in and takes over all the functions of the state government 
and hangs the governor. 

Here's why: State sovereignty is not a tangible 
thing to be seized, but a constitutional creation which 
cannot be dissolved by all the illegal powerful central 
government except by a duly adopted constitutional amend- 
ment.

The 17th Amendment took away the senators from 
being the ambassadors of their state and put them in 
the same class as congressmen, not responsible to their 
state governments but subject to the threats and patronage 
bribes of the federal agency. 
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But there is much hope in spite of all that 
the secret government of the C. P. R. has done. The 
founding fathers gave us a remedy we can and must use. 

The sovereign states are the founders, the 
fathers and the bosses of the federation which they created. 
Any power the central agency can claim came from the 
states through the constitution and any unlawful assumption 
of power in violation of the pack is voidable. 

The founding fathers provided for this, when 
they set out the means through which the sovereign states 
can, in their own right and wil|tliout hinder from Congress 
or the executive, initiate and pass amendments to the 
basic contract between the states and their creation, 
the central agency. See Article V of the Constitution. 

Not only this, but the states can call a consti- 
tutional convention to revise and clarify the clauses of 
the constitution which the Supreme Court has misinter- 
preted. 

Here are some suggested amendments: 

Prohibit the central agency from federalizing 
the state militias unless all states are affected, as 
in a national emergency. This will prevent piecemeal 
federalization a la Mississippi. 

An amendment giving the sovereign states the 
right to participate in selection of federal Judges, if 
they are to sit in a given state in cases involving 
interests in that state. 

Abolish the abuse that comes from the life tenure 
of federal judges. 

Establish state courts of impeachment to try 
judges who willfully violate the constitution where it 
pertains to the right of a sovereign state. 

A bright day is dawning for state rights. The 
governors and the people are aroused. An organization of 
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patriotic citizens has been formed nationwide, to 
compile and furnish the various governors and their 
legislatures the many facts concerning the usurpation 
by the secret government of the sovereign rights of the 
states and the detailed remedies available to reverse 
the fatal trend. 

You will hear a lot about the "Council for 
Statehood" in the days ahead.

The "Miami Herald", a local Miami, Florida 
newspaper, on December 9, 1962, reported that ROGER 
FOSS of the American Nazi Party (ANP), apologized for 
a hate letter sent to SAM BLAIR of 524 Valencia Avenue, 

Coral Gables, Florida. 

According to this article, BLAIR received a 
"surrender pass" which included a guarantee of safe conduct 
to the cages at Nazi headquarters . 

FOSS, who was serving a sentence of 180 days 
for disorderly conduct, sent his apology letter to BLAIR 
in which he stated as follows: 

"I wish to appologize for this surrender pass 
getting into your hands. As far as I know, you 
are not considered a Communist traitor and surely 
could not be called one unless convicted by a 
court. 

"Obviously, some child sent it to you as a joke... 
Why some of my best friends are Jews...." 

On December 11, 1962, the "Miami News" reported 
chat the U. S. Postal authorities were asked to investigate 
the mailing of anti-Semitic literature to public officials 
in the Greater Miami area.

A' source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, reported that on January 1, 1963, Major Arch E* 
^^Roberts , USAR, 123 West Magnolia, Fort Collins, Colorado, mailed 
a letter which enclosed a copy of an open letter to the Governors 
and Representatives of the Sovereign States * published by the 
Council for Statehood, Mrs * Mary M?f^§vison, West Palm Beach, 
Florida, dated December 20, 1962. Major Roberts reported that at 
the request of Mrs. Davison he had agreed to develop a Colorado 
Committee of the Council for Statehood. He reported that the 
purpose of the Colorado Committee was to disseminate Mrs. 
Davison’s letter and succeeding ones to follow to members of the 
Colorado General Assembly, to the Governor, and to other members 
of the official family, and to develop further effective actions 
for the promotion and realization of the political objectives. 

On November 29 ,1962 , Major Arch E . Roberts advised 
source that he was the Army officer who was dismissed from the

activities before - the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
Washin gton, D.C., and his testimony appears in Volume 9 of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities 8 reports of 1939. 

On numerous occasions Goff has furnished information 
to investigative agencies of the 0. S. Government , and on several 
occasions has appeared as a witness on behalf of the Government 
in connection with administrative hearings, applicants and 
employees of the United States. 

In December, 1943, Goff organized the "Christian Youth 
of America," for the purpose of having youth in an organization 
which would truly represent the youth in the halls of our legis- 
latures and which youth would stem the tide of Communism.

"The major activity of the COF is an annual convention 
which, in the past, has been attended by a hard core 
of between fifty to one hundred and fifty people, 
mostly of advanced age, who hold to extreme rightist, 
super-nationalistic views. The organization, which 
exists mainly through contributions and the regis- 
tration fees obtained at its annual meetings, publishes 
"The Greater Nebraskan," periodic "Freedom Facts" 
and distributes reprints of speeches delivered at 
their conventions. In addition, COF has published an 
anti-United Nations work entitled "The Truth About the 
United Nations." 

"The fifth annual convention of the Congress was held 
April 5-7, 1956 at the Hotel Adolphus in Dallas, 

Texas. Subsequent meetings have been held at the 
Buena Vista Hotel in Biloxi, Mississippi (April 18 - 20, 
1957), the Continental Hotel in Kansas City, Missouri 
(April 17 — 19, 1958), the Antlers Hotel in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado (April 8-11, 1959), the Deshler- 
Hilton Hotel in Columbus, Ohio (April 6 - 10, 1960), 
the Willard Hotel in Washington, D. C. (April 13 -16, 
1961) andi the Rice Hotel in Houston, Texas (March 29 - 
31, 1962).

"’The highlight of the 1956 Congress of Freedom 
meeting , which featured such speakers as right- 
wing commentator Dap^araoot £ We The People executive 
Harry Everingham; American Progress Foundation 
leader Willis E^fstone and Representative, Frank 
Tj/Row (R. , Ohio) , was the approval of a Resolution 
urging the Congress of the United States to investi- 
gate the 'smear tactics' of certain groups and 
organizations who, the COF felt, were discrediting 
prominent anti-Communist individuals and organizations. 
COF also urged adoption of the Bricker Amendment to * 
limit Presidential treaty-making powers, called for 
United , States withdrawal from the United Nations and 
for the removal of the U. N. from the U. S. , urged 
repeal of the Sixteenth Amendment (income tax) and 
endorsed Constitutional amendments prohibiting the 
Government from engaging in any business and from 
spending beyond the nation's income — a long-time 
project of Willis E. Stone. 

"Other policies of the COF include opposition to 
deficit spending, foreign aid, subsidies to private 
enterprise, Federal aid to schools. Social Security 
and U. S. recognition of Red China. COF has also 
recommended an investigation of tax-exempt Foundations, 
has called for measures to secure the release of 
American soldiers held prisoner by the Red Chinese, 
has urged severance of diplomatic relations with 
Russia, has demanded the cancellation of Status of 
Forces agreements, and has endorsed Right-to Work 
laws arid the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act;

"Unlike earlier meetings^ the 1957 sixth annual con- 
vention of the COF in Biloxi, Mississippi, featuring 
addresses by Georgia attorney R. Carter Pittman, 

Utah's J. Bracken Lee and Christian Economics editor 
Howard E^lSIrshner , saw few recognized names in the 
anti-SemJitic movement present. No overt expressions 
of anti-Semitism were heard but frequent references 
were made to the necessity of restoring the United

States to ’Christian rule and guidance.’ Aside 
from rp-echoing past resolutions , the most signifi- 
cant development of the meeting was the emergence 
of the Constitution Party as a political vehicle 
for the COFo 

’’The seventh annual CQF convention at Kansas City, 
Missouri in 1958 featured such right-wing personali- 

/ ties as the late Eugene Castle, Dan Smoot, Bonner 
Fellers, Harry T. Evsringham and Willis E. Stone. 
Writing in ’’National Review” , Russell Kirk said; 

'For its seven years of existence the COF has been 
troubled by eccentricity. At one time there was 
a strong arid disagreeable tendency toward anti- 
Jewish opinion. This year, however, shorn of most 
of its lunatic-fringe support , the Congress did 
its best to get down to political rationality.' 

The organization's resolutions, however, wefe 
similar to past years.

"The basic" theme of the eighth annual COP meeting 
at Colorado Springs, Colorado in 1959 was an 
attack on taxes and taxation. Among the participants 
were Revilo P. Oliver, a, member of the John Birch 
Society National Council, Verne P. Kaub and Robert 
ylLeFevre. Also present was Kennett^Hoff , an ex- 
* lieutenant of Gerald L. K^Smith and a notorious 
anti-Semite. In addition, some (three hundred persons 
and organizations were presented with Liberty Awards 
. for having 'worked foxr the devotion and safety of 
basic American principles.’ The list of recipients 
included such longtime anti-Semites as Goff, Robert, 
^Williams, Don Bell, Millard^Grubbs and Mefwin K.

"At the 1960 COF meeting in Columbus, Ohio, ultra- N 
conservatives present included Reyilo P. Oliver, 
the laje R. Roy Pursell, Roberfc^Hmowden , Billy 
Jame^fHargis and D. B, Lewis. Also present, once 
again' was Kenneth Goff. Fluoridation, the United 
Nations, Mental Health, Federal income taxes, 
communist infiltration of Protestant churches and 
communists in the State Department were the main 
targets of criticism. Also present were three 
uniformed men claiming membership in the Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters, one of whom prominently displayed 
his membership card in the National States Rights 
Party, a violently racist and anti-Semitic organi- 
zation with current headquarters in Birmingham, 

Alabama. Anti-Semitism was evident in the speeches 
delivered. Anti-Semitic propaganda, such as the 
notorious Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion, 
an anti-Semitic forgery which has been thoroughly- 
discredited since its appearance around the turn of 
the century, was on display. 

"The tenth annual Congress of Freedom at Washington, 

D. C. in 1961 was similar to previous conventions in 
its anti-Semitic undertones. Opal Tanner White, 
long a trusted confidante of Gerald L. K. Smith and 
an assistant editor of his ’The Cross and the Flag', 
delivered an address which called for the impeachment 
of Chief Justice Earl Warren. Anti-Semite Kenneth 
Goff decried the fluoridation of water as a commun- 
ist plot to poison the United States. Mary M. Davison, 
a close associate of anti-Semite Don Bell, attacked 
the Council on Foreign Relations as the invisible , 
government ofLfehe U. S. Retired Marine Corps Lieutenant 
General P. Valle, an anti-Semitic leader of the 

Defenders of the American Constitution, criticized 
the Federal Reserve System. Revilo P. Oliver spoke 
in favor of the extremist John Birch Society, of which 
he is a National Council member. , 
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’’The 1962 COF convention at Houston, Texas presented 
a slightly subdued, though in no way altered, version 
of past meetings. Among the listed speakers were 
New York attorney George S. Montgomery, Jr., long 
an associate of apti-Semite Merwin who died 

in the fall of 1962, and Dr. James J^Doenges , an 
Indiana physician active in ultra-rightist causes 
and an endorser of the John Birch Society in his 
home state. Mary M. Davison, Glenn 0. Young and Mrs. 

E. Wyatt Payne were other familiar names on the 
speakers list. 

"Much in evidence at the 1962 gathering were signs 
bearing such slogans of the extreme right as ' Impeach 
Earl Warren' and 'Win With Walker' — a reference 
to General Edwin A. Walker of John Birch Society 
notoriety. Also on display was literature of the 
anti-Semite Kenneth Goff."

A second source on December 12, 1962, stated that 
a meeting was held on December 11, 1962, by the above group 
and they had now selected the name "Council for Statehood* 1 ' 

The organization was to meet on Tuesday nights at different 
places. This second source stated that in order to Join 
the organization an applicant must be recommended by two

With reference to SAC Grapp' s earlier telephone call today 
concerning captioned organization and information reported concerning 
the inclusion of the name of John J. McCloy, Director of Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA^ in a list of individuals scheduled for assassination allegedly 
prepared by captioned group, I recontacted the Miami Office. In SAC Grapp’s 
absence I talked with ASAC Harry Morgan. 

I pointed out to ASAC Morgan that John A. McCone, not John J. 
McCloy, is the Director of CIA. Morgan was instructed to check and determine 
the exact name appearing on the list as well as the specific description of 
this individual furnished by the source. 

Subsequently SAC Grapp advised that a review of the source’s 
written report revealed that the name was listed as John J. McCloy described 
as Director of CIA. Grapp further advised that the source was recontacted 
concerning the matter at which time he advised that his written report was 
in error. The source stated that the name John J. McCloy was correct but 
that this individual was affiliated with the Chase Manhattan Bank, New York 
City, and was not the Director of CIA.

A source advised on December 4, 1962, that a meeting 
was held on December 4, 1962, by a group using the name 
"Freemen" at Wesir^Pa'lm Beach, Florida. The source stated that 
one GEOR£fij^FfC CANTS, 628 47th Street , West Palm Beach, Florida, 
a co-owner' of a service station in West Palm Beach, indicated 
the group intended to have a good status in the public eye, 
but would be an action group with connections elsewhere in the 
State of Florida, which connections could be called upon to 
take any necessary local action involving violence. 

A second source on December 12, 1962, stated that 
a meeting was held on December 11, 1962, by the above group 
and they had now selected the name "Council For Statehood," 

The organization was to meet on Tuesday nights at different 
places. This second source stated that in order to join 
the organization an applicant must be recommended by two 
or more people as an "A-l patriot” and pay a fee of $5 for 
which no receipt would be given. The general purpose of the 
organization, according to the source, is to eliminate, by 
force if necessary, all Jewish people who hold high positions 
in business and Government and eliminate all Jews who are 
communists. V

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Of The United States 

By Mary M. Davison 

The Ultimate Revelation 
It Must Be Faced 


Carlton A. Barrett, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Pennsylvania Department of American 
Legion, addressing the Dallas meeting 
of the Congress of Freedom in 1956, 
stated: 

“During the last 37 years, the Ameri- 
can people have been confronted with 
a situation in world affairs that has re- 
peatedly caused them to expend money 
and end up with a world economic situ- 
ation much worse than before. During 
those years the United States has 
fought three terrible wars and seems 
faced with another greater in scope 
than any war in history. 

“If the international economic situa- 
tion had been properly settled in the 
best interests of all people after each 
of these previous wars when the Unit- 
ed States, in each case was the most 
powerful nation in the world and well 
able to enforce a fair and equitable 
settlement, the threat of a new war 
would have been eliminated. 

“This was not done, however, and 
after each war the carrying out of the 
peace was placed in the hands of a 
few individuals, leaders of great inter- 
national banking houses and interna- 
tional trade groups who, because they 
and their associates controlled the 
greater part of world trade, were pri- 
marily interested in maintaining that 
control without consideration for the 
peaceful, economic progress of the 
world. 

“As a result of placing the control of 
the United States foreign policy in the 
hands of such men, in time of peace, 
the United States, after each world 
war, lost every advantage our young 
men and women fought and died for 
and for which many of our youth are 


now in veterans hospitals (500 in Oma- 
ha Veterans Hospital alone) and for 
which many widows and orphans are 
living without husband or father. 

“The small group of international 
banking houses who control world 
trade through the Sterling Bloc are J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Brown Bros., Harri- 
man & Co., and Anderson, Clayton and 
Fleming. Working in close harmony 
with these houses are Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., Dillon Reed & Co., and Lehman 
Bros. Records show that these houses 
work together for their mutual bene- 
fit and through these houses the great 
fortunes of Mellon, Rockefeller, du- 
Pont, Guggenheim, Vanderbilt, Duke, 
and many others operate on an inter- 
national scale and between them by 
one means or another, control over 
80% of the industries, banking institu- 
tions public utilities, transportation 
systems and communications systems 
of the United States and 85% of the 
same enterprises in the rest of the 
world outside of the Communist coun- 
tries.” 

M)r. Barrett came from a family of 
Fighters, with relatives serving as a 
Brigadier General, Lieutenant General 
and a Rear Admiral in our Armed For- 
ces. He, in his capacity as an engineer, 
furnished the largest part of the indus- 
trial equipment for the UNRRA pro- 
gram to Russia, Yugoslavia and China. 
He represented the United States in 
conferences with Presidents Peron of 
Argentina, Berres of Uruguay, and Ale- 
man of Mexico. He had furnished in- 
formation to the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. In his book, THE 
STORY BEHND OUR FOREIGN RELA- 
TIONS, Mr. Barrett sketches the “Road 
Ahead.” 





'•The continued rise and fall of one 
empire after another has been the re- 
sult of men struggling for individual 
freedom and after accomplishing thew 
objective, relinquishing that individual 
freedom to a centra! government 
through laziness and the failure of sue- 
ceeding generations to accept their in- 
dividual obligations in the community, 
state and nation; and in this way allow- 
ed the central government to acquire 
power far beyond the original intent 
of the people. In this way small groups 
vested with great wealth have been 
abie to secure control of these central 
governments and direct their actions 
for the benefit of the few at the ex- 
pense of the masses.” 

We are fighting today to save a 
great and precious form of government. 
We are facing two influences that will 
destroy it. Imperial Capitalism and 
Communism. We have reached the 
crossroads. 

In the September MERCURY, in the 
article, “Who Are Our Rulers,” by Don 
Bell, Mayor John F. Hy!an of New York 
City is quoted as saying at Chicago 
March 26.

The NEW YORKER of September 
15, 1956, carried a biography of Wein- 
berg, which stated “there is hardly a 
ramification of the money and credit 
business in which Goldman Sachs is not 
active.” In 1940, Weinberg was fund- 
raiser of the “Democrats for Wilkie,” 
was treasurer for the Eisenhower Re- 
publicans in 1952.

This protects it 
from any possible Congressional invest- 
igating, through the claim of the “con- 
stitutional principle of the separation 
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bruised knee may involve more serious 
bruises that are not bruited about in 
Public statements. One might even be 
bold enough to suggest that if Nixon's 
servility to BAC does not become mal- 
ignant, then the knee bruise might. 
These BAC red carpet meetings are so 
important, when they are held outside 
Washington, it’s almost impossible to 
find a Cabinet rank officer in the Ca- 
pitol city; they’re all at the BAC meet- 
ing, giving reports or receiving instruc- 
tions.

Said Hobart Rowen, “Over the past 
twenty-seven years, BAC memb er s 
proudly note, they have met with or 
been addressed by Presidents Roose- 
velt, Truman, and Eisenhower; virtual- 
ly every Cabinet member over that 
period; prominent members of Con- 
gress; and by countless generals, ad- 


mirals, and foreign diplomats (includ- 
ing Prime Minister Nehru).” 

While the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions is responsible for most President- 
ial appointments later “confirmed” by 
the Senate, there are times when “the 
wheel within the wheel” that is BAC, 
steps in and asserts its prerogative as 
the power that controls the power that 
is CFR. For example, Sidney Weinberg 
stepped in personally to bring about the 
appointment of George Humphrey as 
Secretary of the Treasury; and Hum- 
phrey (also a BAC big-shot) then 
brought in BAC-man Marion Folsom of 
Eastman Kodak, to act as Under Secre- 
tary of the Treasury until 1955, when a 
full Cabinet-rank post opened up for 
Folsom as Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 

These Philanthropoids are in abso- 
lute control of our Government. It is 
too late to do anything in a concrete or 
effective way insofar as the Executive 
or Judicial branches are concerned. 
But it can be stopped by the Senate, and 
the government can be returned to the 
people. But the hour of midnight is be- 
ginning to strike — 


THE SECRET COUNCIL 
THAT CONTROLS AMERICA 

Report On The Council On Foreign 
Relations, The King-Makers Club 
Which Has Become The Nation's 
Invisible Government 

The following is quoted from a book- 
let, “The Council on Foreign Relations,” 
published under the Council’s imprint 
in 1946. 

“For the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions, the fortnight ending November 
24, 1946, was in no way unique. Mem- 
bers assembled at Council headquarters 
in New York City to listen to disting- 
uished guest speakers. Other members 
joined in group study of certain as- 
pects of American foreign policy. Still 
others continued their review of the 
progress of Council research and ex- 
plored plans for an expanded publica- 
tions program. Throughout the country 
affiliated Committees on Foreign Re- 
lations met with discussion leaders, 
many of whom were provided or sug- 
gested by the Council, and exchanged 
views on developments abroad. 
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‘’Work on other undertakings, some 
usual, some new, was also under way . . 
Several members were writing books 
for eventual publication under the 
Council imprint; and in the Library, 
staff members were attending to the 
many requests for information which 
were flowing in from individuals and 
organizations throughout the world. 

. . There were two general meet- 
ings. Rt. Hon. Ernest Bevin, the British 
Foreign Secretary, described to mem- 
bers the position of the La Dor Govern- 
ment on certain current issues, and 
answered their questions. Rt. Hon. Sir 
John Anderson, wno was in charge of 
scientific research for the Britisn Gov- 
ernment during World War H, gave an- 
other group of members his views on 
the future control of atomic energy. 

“The discussion and study groups 
were beginning their activities for me 
season. Xne group on United States re- 
lations with Russia tried to interpret 
current Soviet foreign policy, — The one 
on industrialization in Latin America 
sought answers — The group on the 
Promem of German considered how the 
population — might be adequately fed. 
Members of the group on National Pow- 
er and Foreign Policy estimated how — 

“Away from New York City, at meet- 
ings of Committees on Foreign Rela- 
tions in widely separated cities, a sinul 
arly free exchange of private views was 
taking place on a variety of subjects 
Professor Harold H. Fisher, Chairman 
of the Hoover Library at Stanford Uni- 
versity, led a discussion on the price of 
peace with Russia at meetings of the 
Committees in Detroit, Omaha, Denver 
and Sait Lake City. In Nashville and 
Birmingham, Francis H. Russell, Direct- 
or of the Office of Public Affairs, De- 
partment of State, described the part 
which public opinion plays in decisions 
affecting American foreign poiicy. In 
Providence, Sir Frederick Puckle, Ad- 
visor on Indian Affairs to the British 
Ambassador in Washington, talked 
on issues likely to arise in a free and 
independent India. In Cleveland, Hon- 
orable Alexander Loudon, Netherlands 
Ambassador to the United States, out- 
lined the postwar position of Holland 
in reflation to its Indonesian Empire. In 
Lob Angeles, Dr. Karl Brandt, of the 


Food Research Institute, Stanford Uni- 
versity, reported on agricultural re- 
quirements in Central Europe. In Lou- 
isville, Processor James K. Pollock, of 
the University of Michigan, summarized 
the achievements and short-comings 
of occupation of the American zone in 
Germany. In Seattle, Professor George 
E. Taylor, of the University of Wash- 
ington, specified the political require- 
ments for peace in China. 

“This partial catalogue of a fort- 
night’s activity acquires significance 
when considered in relation to the de- 
velopment of the Council program 
over the past quarter-century. 
The program had its beginnings, in 
fact, more than twenty-five years ago. 
The names then were not Truman, Att- 
lee, Stalin; they were Wilson, Lloyd 
George, Olemenceau.” 

And now — fourteen years to the day 
after the above was written — the names 
change again: Kennedy, McMillan, 
Khrushchev. 

And the Council on Foreign Relations 
also has changed. Now it’s bigger, busi- 
er, vastly more powerful. Out of us 
headquarters at 53 East 68th Street, 
New York City, come the nation’s Pres- 
idents, Secretaries of State, Secretaries 
of Commerce, Treasury, Defe n s e. 
Health, Education and Welfare. Into 
its headquarters go Chiefs of State, 
Prime Ministers, Foreign Ministers, 
world leaders in the fields of panties, 
economics, sociology, religion; all to 
report to and receive approval of their 
policies from the Council on Foreign 
Relations. CFR names from its mem- 
bership list, or from membership lists 
of its many affiliate organizations, 
America’s administrative appointees, 
its judges, the heads of its important 
universities — 

In short; CFR is the Invisible Govern- 
ment of the United States! 


HISTORICAL BEGINNINGS 

In 1916, Europe was engaged in a 
great war. Elected President of the 
United States on the promise that he 
would keep this country out of that 
war, Woodrow Wilson sent his ALTER 
EGO, Col. Edward M. House, to Europe 
for the purpose of making a secret a- 
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greement with the British Government 
by the terms of which the United States 
was committed to go to war if Germany 
did not accept certain terms which — 
House knew — were acceptable to the 
Allies. In the words of Sir Edward 
Grey, British Foreign Secretary: 

“House drafted with me a memoran- 
dum to define as precisely as could be 
done in advance the action that Presi- 
dent Wiison would be prepared to take 
and the terms of peace that he would 
use all the influence of his country to 
secure/' 

In the words of House: “Grey — pre- 
pared and gave me a copy of the under- 
standing to which he, Asquith, Balfour, 
Lloyd George and I have come/’ (Quo- 
tations from “International Executive 
Agreements/’ by Wallace McClure, Co- 
lumbia University Press, 1941, p. 102.) 

Those “terms of peace” included the 
establishment of the League of Nations, 
which was to become a world gov- 
ernment. The creation of the league 
of Nations was urged by President Wil- 
son in a speech he delivered to the 
League to Enforce Peace on May 27, 
1916. 


Having committed himself to world 
federation, President Wilson then was 
persuaded by Col. House to create a 
“committee of intellectuals’ wh i c li 
would work out peace terms as well as 
the League of Nations Covenant — all of 
this before The United States had even 
entered the war! 

This committee, of which House was 
in charge, was America’s first “Brain 
Trust.” It was composed of 150 college 
professors, graduate students, lawyers, 
economists, etc. For want of a better 
name, House simply called his group 
‘The Inquiry,” created for the purpose 
of. writing a peace treaty and a charter 
for World Federation. “The Inquiry ’ 
was created in September, 1917; and 
the majority of them went to Paris in 
December, 1918 as the “Technical Staff 
of the United States Delegation” to the 
Versailles Peace Conference, where 
they were joined by the American Jew- 
ish delegation composed of Bernard 


Baruch, Louis Marshall, Julian Mack, 
etc. These groups dominated the peace 
conference and wrote the treaty terms, 
as well as the League of Nations Coven- 
ant. 

Space prevents the 4 ' naming of the 
150 members of “The Inquiry.” How- 
ever, here are the more important dedi- 
cated internationalists who worked to- 
gether at Paris: 

David Huntley Mailer, Lawyer; Walt- 
er Lippman, journalist; Dr. S. E. Mezes 
of GCNY; Dr. Isaiah Bowman of the 
American Geographical Society • Dr. 
Charles Hoskins of Harvard; Dr. R. N. 
Lord of Harvard; Dr. Charles Seymour 
of Yale; Dr. W. E. Lunt of Haverford ; 
Dr. Clive Day of Yale; Dr. W. E. Wes- 
terinann of Wisconsin U.; Capt. S. K. 
Hornbeck, later to be an important 
processor of Frankfurter Hot Dogs at 
Harvard; George L. Beer, A. A. Young 
of Cornell ; James T. Shotwell of Col- 
umbia; Maj. Douglas Johnson of Colum- 
bia; Mark Jefferson State Normal Col- 
lege; Ypsilanti, Mich.; James Brown 
Scott; Thomas Lamont; Norman Thom- 
as; Vance McCormack; Tasker Howard 
Bliss; Allen Dulles; John Foster Dulles; 
Christian Archibald Her ter; Manley 0. 
Hudson; Frank L. Polk; Elihu Root; 
Prof. A. C. Coolidge. 

These men controlled the Paris peace 
conference from beginning to end, 
working with the various “Jewish” del- 
egations from the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, Russia, 
and at least ten other nations. When 
Woodrow Wilson went to Paris House, 
Baruch, Dulles, Herter & Co. had every- 
thing ‘ready for signature’ and a world 
federation seemed “in the bag.” 


THE "WILLFUL FEW" 

However, a “slip” occurred; one 
which proved the undoing of the en- 
tire carefully laid plot. 

President Wilson did not return from 
Paris until July, 1919; at which time 
(July 10) he rushed to the Senate, ap- 
peared before it in person, handed 
over the Treaty of Peace (which contain- 
ed the Covenant of the League of Na 
tions) and asked for an immediate ra- 
tification of the treaty that would have

plunged us into world government then 
and there. 

But back in February of that same 
year — five months earlier — Wilson had 
ordered the official publication of the 
text of the League Covenant. The text 
was published on February 14. And two 
weeks later — Miarch 1, 1919 — Senator 

Philander C. Knox of Pennsylvania re- 
ported to the U. S. Senate what he had 
found in that Covenant, and why it 
must never be approved by the United 
States Senate. So, Senators became in- 
terested, began studying the world gov- 
ernment charter. Wilson did not return 
to ask for its ratification as a treaty 
until July — four months later — by 
which time the Senate had received 
ample warnings. Result: the Senate did 
not ratify, and we did not become in- 
volved in world government. (Note the 
strategy of secrecy employed with the 
UN Charter in 1945, to prevent the 
Senate from becoming “informed” as 
to its contents. Alger Hiss rushed from 
San Francisco to Washington with the 
UN Charter in his brief case. Leo Pas- 
lovsky, State Department “expert” and 
fellow CFR member, “explained” the 
UN Charter to the Senate, it was hastily 
rushed through to ratification without 
any chance for proper study — mostly 
on the word of Senators Vandenberg 
and Connolly who said it was “okey” — 
and the late Senator Pat McCarran said 
later he would regret to his dying day 
that he had ever voted for approval of 
the UN Charter). 

Meanwhile, back at Paris, the Ameri- 
can Delegation had received word that 
the U.S. Senate was balking over ratifi- 
cation of the League of Nations Cov- 
enant. They knew then that the 
cause of internationalism would fail 
unless they dedicated themselves to a 
long-range “educational” program de- 
signed to “sell” politicians and leaders 
on its merits. And, then and there — in 
Paris on an evening of defeat — the 
Council on Foreign Relations was born; 
with such men as John Foster Dulles, 
Allen Dulles, Christian Herter, as Char- 
ter members. 

Or, as an official CFR publication put 
it: 

“In the spring of 1919, a group of 


men at the Peace Conference in Paris 
concluded that facilities were badly 
needed in their respective countries 
for the continuous study of interna- 
tional relations* The Conference had 
revealed many points of disagreement, 
not only between national delegations, 
but within the delegations themselves. 
Sometimes these divergencies repre- 
sented differing judgments on accepted 
facts. Sometimes they represented a 
conflict between the short-term and the 
long-term view of national interest. 
Sometimes they were merely opposing 
positions occupied in the weakness of 
ignorance. Under the pressure of a 
public opinion which was impatient to 
be done with war-making and peace- 
making, decisions had to be made in 
haste, and the minds of diplomats, gen- 
erals, admirals, financiers, lawyers and 
technical experts were not sufficiently 
well furnished to enable them to func- 
tion satisfactorily on critical issues at 
top speed. Realizing their own short* 
comings, some of these men began to 
talk about a way of providing against 
such a state of things in the future. 

“Conversations between General Tas- 
ker H. Bliss, Colonel E. M. House, Prof. 
Archibald Cary Coolidge, Whitney H. 
Shepardson, Dr. James T. Shotweli, and 
others of the American delegation, and 
such British officials as Lord Robert 
Cecil, Lionel Curtis, Sir Valentine Chi- 
rol, Lord Eustace Percy and Harold 
Temperly led to a dinner meeting at the 
Majestic Hotel, Paris, on May 30, 1919. 

“There it was formerly agreed that 
an organization be created for the 
study of international affairs.” (End of 
Quotation). 


CFR IS BORN 

So the British delegates went home 
to form the British (now Royal) In- 
stitute of International Affairs, out of 
whose membership come such affiliates 
as the World Parliamentarians Union 
whose world map showing the United 
States occupied by international troops 
of foreign states has been publicized. 

And the American delegation came 
home from Paris to form the Council 
on Foreign Relations: 


“to afford a continuous conference 
on international questions affecting the 
United States, by bringing together ex- 
perts on statecraft, finance, industry, 
education and science. 

“to create and stimulate internation- 
al thought among the people of the 
people of the United States, and to this 
end. 

“to cooperate with the Government 
of the United States and with interna- 
tional agencies, co-ordinating interna- 
tional activities by eliminating, insofar 
as possible, duplication of effort, to 
create new bodies, and to employ such 
other and further means, as from time 
to time may seem wise and proper.” 
(Quotation taken directly from publish- 
ed objectives of CFR, as incorporated 
in 1921). 

First annual meeting of the newly 
incorporated internationalist club, CFR 
was held on September 2, 1921; at 

which time a Board of Directors was 
elected — and two important new names 
were added: Otto H. Kahn & Loeb, and 
Paul Mtoritz Warburg, German banker 
who had recently retired as chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 

The international financiers had join- 
ed forces with the CFR “experts”, and 
now almost unlimited financial assist- 
ance could be expected from the Carne- 
gie and Rockefeller Foundations, from 
the internationalists-trained Rhodes 
scholars, and later from the giant Ford 
Foundation, 


RHODES—CARNEGIE— ROCKE- 
FELLER THE UNHOLY TRINITY 

Internationalism — American style — 
began with a desire to re-unite the 
United States with England and make 
it once again a part of the British Em- 
pire. Cecil Rhodes, financier of the 
Rhodes Scholarship Fund, through 
which talented young Americans are 
taken to England to be trained as lead- 
ers in the movement toward world 
union, was the author of a series of 
wills. The first of these directed that a 
secret society be formed (one that was 
surprisingly similar to Adam Weis- 
haupt’s ILLUMINATI) and that it 
should be endowed with the following 
objectives: 


“The extension of British rule 
throughout the world — the colonization 
by British subjects of all-land where 
the means of livelihood are attainable 
by energy, labor and enterprise, and 
especially the occupation H>y British 
settlers of the entire continent of Af- 
rica, the Holy Land, the Valley of the 
Euphrates, the islands of Cyprus, and 
Candia, the whole of South America, 
the islands of the Pacific not heretofore 
possessed by Great Britain, the whole 
of the Malay Archipelago, the seaboard 
of China and Japan, the ultimate re- 
covery of the United States of America 
as an integral part of the British Em- 
pire — ” 

Andrew Carnegie, in 1893, wrote his 
book, TRIUMPHANT DEMOCRACY. In 
the original edition of that book (ex- 
purgated in later editions) the follow- 
ing paragraph appeared: 

“Time may dispel many pleasing il- 
lusions and destroy many noble dreams 
but it will never shake my belief that 
the wound caused by the wholly un- 
looked for and undesired separation of 
the Mother from her child isn’t to bleed 
forever. Let men say what they wiU, 
therefore I say, that surely as the sun 
in the heavens once shown upon Britain 
and America united, so surely is it one 
morning to rise, shine upon, and greet 
again the United States, the British 
American Union.” 

Such were the dreams of Cecil 
Rhodes and Andrew Carnegie. Such is 
the genesis of what is called “Atlantic 
Union.” Such is the plan outlined so 
brilliantly by CFR-member Clarence 
Streit in his book UNION NOW. 

Expanded regionally, the dream be- 
came NATO. 

Expanded globally, it became the 
United Nations. 


It was in 1927 that the Rockefeller 
Klan actively entered into the picture 
which was being painted by the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations: the picture of 
a world united through perpetual war 
to insure perpetual peace; a world own- 
ed by the money barons and the indus- 
trial tycoons, and administered by them 


ENTER ROCKEFELLER 
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by an ELITE CORPS of speciaMy train- 
ed “experts,” to be developed by means 
of Foundation control of American ed- 
ucational facilities, and through sucn 
organizations as the Council on For- 
eign Relations, “ISIS,” eti. 

It was in 1927 that the Rockefeller 
Klan began its program of heavy fi- 
nancing of CFR, through the Laura 
Spelman Memorial, and other Rockefel- 
ler f unds and Foundations. Indicative 
is the published report showing that, 
from 1927 to 1949, the Laura Spelman 
Memorial Fund gave CFR a total of 
$1,104,283.90; approximately one-third 
of CFRs total income for those years. 

Also important is the fact that from 
1927 on — the year Rockefeller “moved 
in” — the names of Communists and ex- 
treme liberals began to appear on the 
CFK membership use. Examples: Alger 
Hiss, Edward Clark Carter, Philip C. 
Jessup, Owen Lattimore, Joseph Earn- 
es f Frederick Vanderbfit Field, William 
W. Lockwood, Leo Paslovsky, etc. 

While CFR was busy at the “interna- 
tional” level plans were being formula- 
ted to establish a similar pattern for 
“national” purposes. And, according- 
ly, we read that: 

“Beginning in 1929 certain national 
associations of public officials and o:her 
organizations interested in government 
and public administration established 
their headquarters in Chicago. Since 
1938 these organizations have had their 
offices in a building at 1313 East 60th 
Street, Chicago, which was constructed 
for the special purpose of housing 
them.” 

Rockefeller money built “1313”, and 
Rockefeller money — a gift of land valu- 
ed at eight million dollars — made possi- 
ble a permanent home for the United 
Nations. 

HOW THE COUNCIL ON FOREIGN 

RELATIONS PROMOTED WORLD 
GOVERNMENT VIA THE 
UNITED NATIONS 
CFR Planned World Government 

Forty Years Ago; Scheme To Become 

Accomplished Fact In 196] If U. S. 

Congress Fails To Act Now 

Because of the patriotic action of a 


small group of United States Senators 
in 1919, this nation was saved from em- 
broilment in world government by way 
of the old League of Nations. . At that 
time, a small coterie of internationalists 
banded themselves together in an or- 
ganization called the Council on For- 
eign Relations. This group resolved, 
then and there, to achieve at a later 
date what it could not achieve at that 
time: a world government. 

The “big moment” came when the 
United States once again was “en- 
gineered” into a World War. CFR mem- 
bers immediately proposed a world gov- 
ernment to be called the United Nations 
Organization; and that CFR members 
directed every stage of the planning 
which led to its realization. 

Most Americans are familar with the 
fact that the “leading lights” of the 
UN organizational meeting at San Fran- 
cisco in 1945 were the later-to-be-jailed 
Alger Hiss, and Russian-born Leo Pas- 
lovsky. Some Americans also are fami- 
liar with the fact that both of these 
men were important members of the 
Council on Foreign Relations. 

But few Americans know that the A- 
merican Delegation to that organiza- 
tional meeting where the UN was born, 
was overloaded with members of the 
Council on Foreign Relations. In fact, 
it was not an AMERICAN Delegation 
except in name. It was a CFR DELEGA- 
TION which wrote the UN Charier, 
nursed it through to approval by other 
nations’ delegates, and then hoodwink- 
ed our United States Senate in approv- 
ing that United Nations Charter AS A 
7.REATY, and therefore superceding 
lur Federal Constitution as the “lav/ of 
the land.”

We may have missed a few names in 
compiling the above list of Council on 
Foreign Relations members who served 
as delegates, assistants, consultants, 
etc. at the organizational meeting of 
the United Nations, held in the spring 
of 1945 at San Francisco. 

Summary: Of approximately 200 A- 
mericans who represented the United 
States in some official capacity at the 
UN Conference, 43 of them were mem- 
bers of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. They occupied the highest seats 
at the meetings, spoke with the official 
voice of the people of the United 
States, made arrangements and divided 
up the world and all that’s in it as they 
saw fit and as the Communist world 
would permit. Then, they rushed back 
to Washington, coerced an uninformed 
Senate into ratifying their accomplish 
ments. 

How can a small, select, pressure 
group (only about a thousand members 
in all dictate the programs and policies 
of our Federal Government. Let us let 
CFR answer that in its own words; and 
we quote from the CFR publication, “A 
Record of Twenty-Five Years,” pub- 
lished January 1, 1947. 


"WAR AND PEACE STUDIES" 

“By the summer of 1939, very little 
remained of established organization 
for collective security. The League of 
Nations still functioned, but not as an 
agency for peace. The Washington 
Naval Treaties, the Locarno Agree- 
ments, and the Keilogg-Briand Pact 
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(all CFR-inspired compacts — Ed.) had 
become hollow pledges. In Europe, 
Asia and Africa, there were vast areas 
whose recently changed status was the 
result of the violation of principles 
once regarded as inherent in civiliza- 
tion itself — When the inevitable explos- 
ion came in early September it seemed 
clear that even if the United States 
were to avoid being drawn into the war 
in Europe, its interests would become 
profoundly engaged as the conflict pro- 
gressed. Within a week, Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, Editor of FOREIGN AF- 
FAIRS, and Walter H. Mallory, Execu- 
tive Director of the Council, paid a vis- 
it to the Department of State to offer 
such aid on the part of the Council as 
might be useful and appropriate in 
view of the war. 

“The Department was already great- 
ly overworked as a result of the crisis, 
and adequate Government funds for an 
increased staff were not immediately 
available. The Council representatives 
suggested that, pending the time when 
the Department itself would be able to 
assemble a staff and begin reseai'ch 
and analysis on the proper scale, the 
Council might undertake to work in 
certain fields, without, of course, any 
formal assignment of responsibility on 
the one side or restriction of indepen- 
dent action on the other. Specifically, 
they (the CFR dominated State Depart- 
ment. — Ed) proposed that the Council 
(a private group but now armed with 
quasi-official authority — Ed.) form 
groups of experts to proceed with re- 
search under four general heads — Se- 
curity and Armaments Problems, Eco- 
nomic and Financial Problems, Politi- 
cal Problems, and Territorial Prob- 
lems. In this way, the Councirs iong 
experience in assembling and conduct- 
ing such groups could be put to use 
and the Department would be provided 
with a cross-section of expert private 
(?) opinion to supplement official 
opinion — 

“ — The Rockefeller Foundation was 
then approached for a grant of funds 
to put the plan into operation in Feb- 
ruary, 1941, the relationship between 
the Council and the Department of 
State was modified. The Department, as 
had been foreseen, established a Divi- 
sion of Spatial Research, which was 


divided into Economic, Political, Ter- 
ritorial, and Security sections. Leo Pas* 
lovsky was appointed Director of Re- 
search. All of/ 'the Secretaries serving 
with the Council groups were subse- 
quently engaged by the Department to 
participate in its new Division.” 

Here, then is CFR’s MODUS OPEK- 
ANDI for taking over a government: 

1. CFR suggests that Government 
enter into some new field of endeavor 
which never before seemed necessary, 
and for which activity Government has 
neither manpower nor money. To over- 
come these obstacles 

2. CFR suggests that it will estab- 
lish such a group, provide the manpow- 
er and money, and do all of this iree- 
for-nothing just because it loves to act 
in the capacity of Greek-bearing-gifts. 
Government can hardly turn down such 
a generous offer, gives its stamp of ap- 
proval, and 

3. CFR taps Rockefeller, Carnegie, 
Ford, or some other tax-exempt Foun- 
dation for a grant to foot the bill 
(which is really footed by the taxpayer 
because Mr. Taxpayer must make up 
the amounts of money not paid in tax- 
es by these Foundations) and CFR se- 
lects its own carefully-screened men to 
man the new venture. Then, at the ap- 
propriate time 

4. CFR allows the Government to 
take over the CFR project and make it 
an official Government Division, Com- 
mission, Bureau, Council, or whatever 
name seems best fitted for the new 
department of the Government. Gov- 
ernment takes over the payroll and the 
CFR-selected personnel; and CFR runs 
another bit of the Government with its 
own men in complete charge. This ac- 
complished 

5. CFR finds a new field of endeav- 
or which it wants to control. Its big- 
wigs go to Government with a sugges- 
tion — 

And here we go again; the same pro- 
cedure, same end. 

How successful is this MODUS OPER- 
ANDI Let’s let CFR tell us about the 
war years: 

“‘The co-operative relationship be- 
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tween the Department (of State — Ed.) 
and the Council (on Foreign Relations 
— Ed.) was further strengthened in 
1942, when the Department organized 
an Advisory Committee on Postwar 
Foreign Policies, with Secretary Hull as 
Chairman and Under Secretary Welles 
(CFR) as Vice Chairman. Dr. Leo Pas- 
lovsky (CFR) was appointed its Execu- 
tive officer. Several experts from out- 
side the Department were brought in 
as members of this Committee among 
them Hamilton Fish Armstrong, Isaiah 
Bowman, Benjamin V. Cohen, Norman 
H. Davis, and James T. Shotwell, all of 
whom had been participating in the 
Council’s work for the Department- A- 
mong the Research Secretaries Philip 
E. Mosely (CFR) — accompanied Secre- 
tary Hull to Moscow in 1943— Walter 
R. Sharp (CFR) — served as Secretary- 
General of the United Nations Food 
Conference at Quebec in 1945. Grayson 
Kirk (CFR) — was an expert at the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference — ” 


CFR AND THE UNIVERSITIES 

CFR requires, at all times, an enor- 
mous manpower pool of liberal, inter- 
nationalist-thinking young men to act 
as its agents wherever such agents can 
be placed. For this purpose CFR influ- 
ences teaching at all important educa- 
tional institutions through Foundation 
grants, direct control through its oc- 
topus-like “1313” organization (which 
is as busy at the educational level as at 
the governmental level), and even 
takes a direct hand when bright young 
eggheads need special polishing 

For example. CFR tells us: 

“In an effort to bring leaders of the 
older and younger generations togeth- 
er to consider problems of American 
foreign policy, the Council! decided in 
1936 to organize a two-day conference 
on an important concrete question — it 
invited a group of outstanding young 
men from Columbia, Harvard, Prince- 
ton, and Yale Universities — to meet 
with certain Council members — The 
sessions were presided over by Alien 
W. Dulles, former legal advisor to the 
American Delegation to the General 
Disarmament Conference; James D, 
Mooney, President of the General Mo- 
tors Export Company. Thomas W. La- 
mont of J. P. Morgan & Co.; and Ste- 


phan Duggan, Director of the Institute 
of International Education, 

“In December, 1936, an$ in February 
and April, 1937, two-day conferences 
were held. In addition to men from the 
universities at the first conference, 
others were present from Amherst, 
Brown, Chicago, Cornell. Dartmouth, 
Johns Hopkins, Pennsylvania, Rochest- 
er, Swarthmore, Wesleyan, William and 
Mary and Williams. 

“In succeeding years the bringing to- 
gether of outstanding university men 
and selected Council members followed 
a similar pattern. Expenses incurred 
were met in part by grants from the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace.” 

Then began the CFR plan of holding 
seminars for junior executives, “quali- 
fied young men in banks, export 
houses, shipping firms, law offices, and 
in other business enterprises.” 

And in 1946, CFR began a program 
to teach the teachers of the nation how 
to teach internationalism to their stu- 
dents Or, as CFR worded it: 

“The Council organized, in February, 
1946, the first of a series of conferen- 
ces for university professors on the 
problems involved in teaching interna- 
tional relations Following meetings in 
New York, regional conferences were 
held in April and May in Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago, Denver and Berkley. 


CFR AND THE PRESIDENCY 

Through its “study groups” CFR 
captured our State Department. 
Through its Business Advisory Council 
it controls the nation’s commerce and 
industry. Through its Foundations it 
has bought control of our educational 
plants. 

But even CFR must have felt it a 
great day indeed, when it found that it 
could name one of its members Presi- 
dent of the United States. CFR failed 
in its promotion of Tom Dewey for that 
post. And it must have felt a certain 
sense of frustration when it learned 
that Nelson Rockefeller might not be 
lected — and therefore could not be al- 
lowed to run for the highest office 
in the land. 
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But CFR member Dwight David Eis- 
enhower made it. And so did CFR 
member John Fitzgerald Kennedy. So, 
CFR is now confident that all future 
Presidents will come from the mem- 
bership role of CFR. 

Lest anyone question the statement 
that John Kennedy is a member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations, we re- 
print herewith a letter signed by Sen- 
ator Kennedy, typed on official station- 
ery, and dated June 7, 1960: 

Miss Mary Davison

West Palm Beach, Florida 
Dear Mss Davison: 

I am sorry that I have not been able 
to respond before now to your note of 
inquiry. 

Though I am puzzled by your ques- 
tion, I can tell you that I am a member 
of the Council on Foreign Relations m 
New York City. As a long-time sub- 
scriber to the quarterly, FOREIGN AF- 
FAIRS, and as a member of the Senate, 

I was invited to become a member 

I have, however, been unable to at- 
tend most of the meetings which are 
held by the Council in New York, since 
it is rare that I have time to go to New 
York for a later afternoon meeting, at 
which generally a leading world states- 
man or public figure holds an off-the- 
record discussion.

THE GREAT SILENCE 

One mav well ask: if the Council on 
Foreign Relations is intent on destroy- 
ing the United States as a sovereign 
and independent nation, then how has 
it been able to promote its schemes 
for nearly half a century without the 
public becoming aware of its nefarious 
activities. 

Immediate answer to that question 
lies in the fact that all news-gathering 
agencies, all radio and television net- 
works, and all leading metropolitan 
daisies and large-circulation periodi- 
cals are owned or controlled by mem- 
bers of the Council on Foreign Rela- 


tions or its network organizations; in- 
cluding all Rockefeller Funds and 
Foundations, all Ford Foundations, all 
Carnegie Foundations, the Foreign 
Policy Association, The Institute of 
Pacific Relations, Freedom House, the 
English Speaking Union, the American 
Association for the United Nations, At- 
lantic Union, Academy of Political Sci- 
ence, American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, American Civil 
Liberties Union, American Committee 
on United Europe, American Council 
on NATO, American Friends of the Al- 
liance Israelite Universelle, American 
International Association for Economic 
and Social Development, etc., etc. (We 
list these various organizations as being 
affiliated with CFR in the sense that 
the organization’s leading official is a 
member of CFR. Example: Herbert Leh- 
man is a member of CFR, also is the 
honorary president of American Friends 
of the Alliance Israelite Universelle. 
Another example: Patrick Malin, CFR, 
is Executive Director of ACLU‘. 

In one of the few public exposures of 
CFR, the WASHINGTON TIMES HER- 
ALD, then owned by Col. MteCormack, 
wrote editorially on January 10. 1951: 

“A relatively few people, speaking 
through a considerable number of mi- 
crophones, can create a fictitious im- 
pression that there is a ‘public demand’ 
for policies which lack appeal to the 
great body of people, who have no such 
convenient propaganda organs to make 
their desires heard. If misery and ruin 
of the Republic were the avowed ob- 
jectives of these enemies within the 
gates, they could not have adopted doc- 
trines and methods better calculated to 
achieve that disloyal purpose.” 

And on December 9. 1950 the then 
patriotic CHICAGO TIMES commented 
editorially: 

“The members of the Council are 
persons of much more than average in 
fluence in the community. They have 
used the prestige that their wealth, 
their social position, and their educa- 
tion have given them to lead their coun- 
try toward bankruptcy and military 
debacle. They should look at their 
hands. There is blood on them.” 

Today, CFR controls our Federal 
Government at every level and in every 
branch, BUT IT NEED NOT CONTROL 
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THE CONGRESS! For- at least in the- 
ory the Congress is directly responsi- 
ble to the people. The Senate must ra- 
tify all treaties and confirm all ap- 
pointments. The Senate, therefore, can 
stop the CFR and save America. IF THE 
PEOPLE DEMAND THAT THE SEN 
ATE LIVE UP TO ITS OATH OR AL- 
LEGIANCE.

Lyman Lemnitzer (again) as Chief of 
Staff and James Wadsworth as head 
of the American Delegation to the 
United Nations. 

The Senate has also unwittingly 
CONFIRMED in the past a succession 
of Council on Foreign Relations mem- 
bers and Rockefeller Foundation Trus- 
tees as Directors of the Budget. They 
like to arrange the spending of our 
money. And Henry Morganthau, Sum- 
ner Welles and Robert Anderson (in 


addition to Harry Dexter White) to 
the Treasury. Most of the important 
Ambassadorships have gone to Council 
on Foreign Relations members includ- 
ing: 

David K. E. Bruce, — Germany 

James Zellerbach, — Italy 

John Hay Whitney, — Britain 

Arthur Houghton, — France 
and Chip Bohlen, now “advising” Sec- 
retary Herter in Latin America, — to 
Russia. 

The foregoing is just a hint of what 
has been going on. But on the face of 
it, — who would you say is running 
the Country? And you must admit 
the Senate of the United States has ap- 
proved and confirmed ALL except the 
“Council” member President and his 
running mate. Of far more importance 
to the Country, however, is the fact 
that the Senate and the SENATE 
ALONE can stop this treason. COLD 
and AT ONCE by refusing to CON- 
FIRM ANY MORE Council on Foreign 
Relations members and to investigat- 
ing the activities of the whole opera- 
tion on Park Avenue and its branches. 
A new administration is coming into 
Washington next year and these words

Dear Senator: — 

In our recent report on the person- 
alities and activities of the Council on 
Foreign relations we did not get 


around to discussion of the Business 
Advisory Council (B.A.C.) which is the

To illustrate how an intelligent mem- 
ber of the U. S. Senate can be right 
there on the inside, — with these char- 
acters, and yet not see what is going 
on right under his nose, — let us con- 
sider the case of Senator Tom Connal- 
ly. He was Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committe and had 
been working closely with President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State Hull 
for three years planning (he believed), 
the United Nations Charter and his 
part in pushing it through the Senate. 
He was the first official “Delegate" 
appointed to the San Francisco Con- 
ference. Later he wrote a book en- 
titled, “My Name is Tom Connally”. 
This book tells us how he evaluates the 
people purportedly representing the 
United States at San Francisco. Pages 
279-280: 

“Of the State Department aides Leo 
Paslovsky was familiar with every 
aspect of the proceedings. A short, 
chunky man who had been born in 
Russia but was rabidly anti-Communist 
(although for years he had been edit- 
ing and writing for Communist publi- 
cations both before and after he had 
come to the State Department and 
brazenly boasting about it in his space 
in “Who’s Who in America".) Paslov- 
sky had devoted his time during World 
War II to the problem of a NEW IN- 
TERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION. He 
was extremely capable and the one 
person we all turned to for explanation 
of details. Certainly be had MORE TO 
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DO WITH WRITING THE FRAME- 
WORK OF THE CHARTER THAN 
ANYONE ELSE.” Also from the State 
Department was Nelson Rockefeller on 
whom we depended to win the support 
of the South American countries. He 
was a man of good ability and had long 
association with Latin American prob- 
lems. Several times on close issues 
we told hm, — “Look, get your peo- 
ple lined up right away.” 

This reminds us that SOMEBODY got 
the SAME PEOPLE LINED UP RE- 
CENTLY, to destroy the Government 
of the Dominican Republic after a 
grant of about TWO BILLION DOL- 
LARS of the TAX-PAYERS money had 
been promised them. 

The true character of Alger Hiss had 
been exposed by the time Connally 
wrote his book and so he passes him 
over lightly, saying, “I had no contact 
with him.” Hiss, of course, was Secre- 
tary-General of the Conference and 
had been working constantly with Pas- 
lovsky in the State Department while 
they put together the Charter of the 
United Nations. Senator Connally con- 
tinues with an appraisal of Senator 
Vanderburg, one of the SEVEN OFFI- 
CIAL DELEGATES, — “Vanderburg 
tended to keep American Delegations 
private deliberations in a state of fer- 
ment. (He kicked like a mule every 
foot of the way.) ... He could be found 
cussing and denouncing matters . . .

They were “ordered" by the 
State Department to go ahead, and 
the Rockefeller Foundation furnished 
the money, This was the "War and 
Peace” study, and Allen Dulles was on 
the Committee. He member we were 
still NOT in the war, Hut in February, 
1EH1, they decided "to investigate the 
claims of different European nations, 
and also the relation of such claims to 
each other, to the current foreign 
policy of the United States and to 
EVENTUAL POST WAR SETTLE- 
MENTS", Mr. Senator, how do you 
like tbati The Council on Foreign Re- 
lations financed by the Rockefeller 
Foundation began figuring the whole 
thing out TWO FULL YEARS before 
we got into the war. In fact, the Com- 
mittee held their first meeting on 
December 8th, 1939, in the home of 
Assistant Secretary of State, George S, 
Messersmith, 

Later in February, 1941, as they had 
foreseen, the State Department estal>- 
lished a Division of Special Research. 
Leo Paslovsky (communist C. F-R. 
agent) was appointed Director of Re- 
search for the State Department, and 
“ALL OF THE SECRETARIES serving 
with the Council groups were subse- 
quently engaged by the State Depart- 
ment to participate in the new Divi- 
sion.” The relationship between the 
State Deparlmcn! and the Council was 
strengthened, they say, in 1942, when 
Ehe Slate Department organized an Ad- 
visory Committee on POST-WAR FOR- 
EIGN RELATIONS with Secretary 
Hull as Chairman and Under-Secretary 
(C.F.R.) Welles as Vice Chairman, and 
"Dr, M Pa&lovsky (C.F,K. communist) 
as its Executive officer The War and 
Peace Studies Committee held 302 
meetings during the War, constantly 
financed by Rockefeller and Carnegie 
Foundations. 


They then tell us "few of the great 
problems were really resolved by mili- 
tary victory. Diligent work was Still 
required," And so they proceeded to 
get down to business with "studies" on 
the technological, psychological and 
economic changes on the POWER 
POSITION of the United Stales. Philip 
Jessup became Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Organization of the 
Peace. Allen Dulles became Chairman 
of the group on Western European Af- 
fairs. These "studies 1 ' were not "wast- 
ed. 1 ' They were sent down to the 
Washington Stale Department and be- 
came official policy of our government. 

Which brings to mind the recent re- 
port of the "National Goals Commis- 
sion” appointed about a year &go by 
the President and financed by the 
Foundations. Of the ten members of 
the Goals Commission, nine are mem- 
bers of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. The Chairman of the Commis- 
sion is Ilenry Wriston, President of 
the Council on Foreign Relations, 
Their recommendations are typical 
C-F.R. stuff. We should double out 
spending for (C.F,R.) education, And

SIBLE TO THE CONGRESS OR TO

It is equally important to know that 
patriotic groups HAVING THE NA- 
TIONAL INTEREST AT HEART ware 
NOT only NOT asked to attend this 
meeting but were VIRTUALLY PRO 
HIBlTED FROM DOING SO. It would 
seem to be quite obvious that these of- 
ficials hope to accomplish unobserved 
i purpuie they could not undertake 
■>pcnly. 

E’ublic Law No. 35-474 of the S5th 
Congress, as amended, forbids the use 
Df public tax funds for the purpose of 
advancing the cause of world govern- 
ment. These "briefing sessions” are 
reported to have been carried oQ for 
years by the Department with no news- 
paper publicity and almost no invita- 
tions liavtng been offered to strongly 
conservative patriotic organizations. 
Those who have regard for their own 
freedom and in the maintenance un- 
impaired of our national sovereignty 
should ask their elected representa- 
tives in Congress what they can and 


will do about this new threat to our 
liberty.

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With reference to my memorandum April 13, 1963, 
concerning information contained in a Miami (Florida) Police 
Department report to the effect that at a meeting of the 
Congress of Freedom, Incorporated, (COF) held April 4-6, 1963, 
plans were formulated to assassinate particular individuals 
and members of groups influencing our national policies, we 
have interviewed the informant who is the source of the 
information appearing in the Police Department report. The 
informant has advised that the report contains a number of 
inaccuracies . 

(The COF is a coalition of patriotic organizations 
and the Council for Statehood was one of the groups in 
attendance at the April 4-6, 1963, meeting.) 

By way of background you will recall that we 
previously received information that a representative of the 
State's Attorney's Office, Miami, Florida, planned to contact 
Department of Justice officials in the near future to discuss 
certain cases, including the Council for Statehood. We 
alerted the Attorney General to the details of this proposed 
conference by letter 4/10/63, and in addition by letter 
4/15/63, furnished him the original information contained in 
the Miami Police Department report referred to above. 

According to the informant, the major inaccuracies 
in the Miami Police Department report are as follows:

Memorandum to Mr. Belmont 


When Interviewed by us, the informant stated that 
COF does not advocate the overthrow of the Government but 
rather seeks to sharply curtail the influence exerted by 
various groups (particularly the Council on Foreign Relations, 

1 a private organization concerned with foreign policy) upon 
our national policies. Initially it intends to achieve this 
goal through remedial legislation and will resort to assassin- 
jjations only if unsuccessful in the legislative field. 

The informant further stated that not only had he 
never received or reported information concerning members of 
the Business Advisory Council and the "International 
Bilderberger Group" being selected for assassination but 
in fact had never heard of either of these groups. 

According to the informant, the Police Department 
report also contains additional inaccuracies primarily 
pertaining to the identities of groups other than the Council, 
for Statehood, which were in attendance at the April 4-6, 1963, 

. meeting and the activities of individuals at the meeting. 

Pertinent information concerning the major 
inaccuracies appearing in the Police Department report was 
furnished orally to John L. Murphy of the Civil Rights 
Division of the Department on 4/17/63. 

ACTION: 

Miami is conducting further inquiry to resolve 
the additional inaccuracies in the Police Department report 
and to obtain an accurate and factual account of exactly 
what transpired at the meeting. The matter is bejj^g, afforded 
continuous and preferred attention. 

A memorandum to the Attorney General, Deputy Attorney 
General, and Assistant Attorneys General Marshall, Miller and 
Yeagley is being prepared pointing out the major inaccuracies 
in the Police Department report and advising them that we are 
conducting further inquiry to resolve the additional 
discrepancies.

direction of MARY M. DAVISON, is the Council for Statehood, 
rather than the Council on American Relations. He noted 
DAVISON is the Secretary and founde f the Council for 
Statehood, which has State Chairmen .n 36 states who act 
as co-ordinators within their respective states for this 
organization. 

3. ) Page 2, paragraphs 1 and 2 - advised 
that the Council for Statehood program involves the — 
distribution of literature through state co-ordinators, 
mentioned above, to all Federal and State legislators, as well 
as Governors of states and interested individuals in 
civilian life. Their program also includes associating 
themselves with the Congress of Freedom, Inc., in their 
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program of eliminating the Council on Foreign Relatione 
through legislation if possible; however, if it is not 
possible, they will resort to eliminating them through

The Council 
on Foreign Relations' purpose is to overthrow the U. S, 
Government by placing the U. S, and its military under the 
control of the United Nations (UN) • For this reason, the 
Congress of Freedom, Inc., is sgainst the Council on 
Foreign Relations, and before they will let the Council 
on Foreign Relations turn over control of the U, S. to the 
UN, the Congress of Freedom, Inc*, has inaugurated a program 
designed t o eliminate the Council on Foreign Relations.
